Impeachment hearing set

ASI Student Senate Chair Jim 
Hollenback has set a date and time 
for the first impeachment hearing 
tor ASI President John Giannon 
at the University Union 

The preliminary hearing will be 
April 20 at | p.m. Hollenback said 
that the hearing will be held in “ex- 
ecutive session.” 

“It's a personnel matter.” said 
Hollenback, who is going against 
prior precedent in holding the 
hearing in executive session 

In 1972, the ASI president 
Michael Hackard was impeached, 
along with his vice - president Bill 
Schneider, and all the hearings 
were conducted in public session 

Extensive media coverage by 
the Hornet and other campus 
media was also permitted. Hollen- 
back indicated that no one outside 
the student senate would be 


allowed in the hearing, despite the 
extensive student interest that ts 
anticipated 

AS. Atty. Gen. Ron Toirac said 
Thursday, though, that the student 
senate “doesn't have the time, 
integrity or adequate knowledge” 
to rule on Giannoni’s impeachment 


which was introduced by 


Student Senator Jean Hoffman 
last Tuesday during a senate 
meeting Five other senators 


seconded the nine 
impeachment articles 
The impeachment was handled 
according to ASCSUS statute 220 
on impeachment of ASI elected of

“The allegations are pretty 
vague. said Tourac. “The big one is 
censorship of the paper (Hornet). 
there's no precedent for the 
president's action.” In 1972, Hac- 
kard was accused of improperly

Media task force 
lacks any integrity 


ASI President John Giannoni's 
“media task force” consisting of 
student senators and “community 
people,” has lost its “credibility,” 
according to student Senator Rick 
Morrison. 


Morrison said that Giannon 
cancelled Thursday's scheduled 
task force meeting at the University 
Union because no representatives 
from the Sacramento Union or Bee 
would be able to attend 


“We tried to get Mike Fallon 
from the Union,” Giannoni said, 
“but he was covering something 
else. The Sacramento Bee said we 
would have to go through some ex- 
ecutive board and nothing could be 
arranged right now.” 


Morrison indicated that recent 
coverage of the task force as being 
disorganized and without a specific 
purpose led to the cancellation 

Earlier, after last week's first 
meeting of the task force, the 
Hornet reported that Giannoni 
failed to get the meeting agenda 
and document stating the purposes 
of the task force printed and dis- 
tributed to those persons present at 
the meeting 

The meeting then took the 
shape of the blind leading the 
blind, the article said 

“He (Giannoni) said that the 
credibility of the task force was 
diminishing,” Morrison said, 
“because of the coverage it was get- 
ting.”

Social work student strike ends

The student strike of the School 
of Social Work is over. After nine 
days of boycotting classes and 
heated confrontation and 
negotiating, the school's faculty 
voted to reject the last demand 
made by strikers 

The faculty voted in favor of 
retaining a 3-5 field unit policy 
accepted in a curriculum com- 
mittee meeting two and a half 
wecks ago. This meeting was one of 
the catalysts for the strike 

Spokesperson Shiela Hembury 
said the 4-6 unit policy the strikers 
sought is a “dead issue now.” She 
questioned the way the vote was 
conducted however. She said that 
it was the strikers’ understandin 





that the vote would take place dur- 
ing the general faculty meeting 
Wednesday and that they would 
have a chance to talk to faculty 
before the vote. None of these 
things came about 

“Dean Jesse McClure issued a 
memo to his faculty saying that 
ballots were available with his 
secretary.” are said. The 
final tally was 22 in favor of 3-Sand 
15 in favor of 4-6 


One factor that hurt student's 
chances of a victory was when 
McClure issued another memo 
before the vote changing his mind 
to support the 4-6 policy. “After 
much thought on this matter, | find 
that | cannot in good faith give my 
support to the current referendum 
because { feel that no matter what 





the outcome, this issue has the 
potential to do great harm to the 
School of Social Work at CSUS.” 

McClure had said at a meeting 
with students Monday that he 
would support and recommend to 
the faculty that they vote in favor 
of the 4-6 unit policy. Students 
then dropped their demand for in- 
creased elective units 

in his memo he conceded he had 
“acted in bad faith in negotiating 
with the students.” He said he acted 
“deep moral and protes- 
sional commitment in changing 
his mind to support the 4-6 policy 
“| admit to my error.” he con- 
tinued, “and can only hope now 
that we can somehow hold our 
school together.”

cites lack of ASI support

ASCSUS Children’s 
Director Ann L. Dodson. ina leter 
to ASE Executive Director Larry 


Center 


Bliss. announced her resignation 
effective June 30 

Aggravated by the “un- 
professional conduct of the ASIP 
and lack of support by the ad- 
ministration, Dodson reported 
“Em tired of it.” 

Last vear the Children’s Center 
budget was not determined until 
tour days prior to the beginning of 
the fiscal vear. Dodson indicated 


“While | was on vacation, they 
(the ASI Student Senate) changed 
the whole direction of the 
program,” said Dodson 

When Dodson contacted the 
state department regarding the 
student senate’s alteration of the 


Children’s Center into a parent co - 


operative program, the — state 
department said they would never 
tund it 

“The welfare of the children was 
not considered.” Dodson quoted a 
state spokesman as saying 

Dodson. also opposed to the 
restructuring of the program. said 
the children would be exposed to 
100 different adults per week under 
the modified parent co - op system 

Due to this impracticality, the 
Child Center was not forced to 
but the 


student senate did cut the Child 


become a parent co - op 
Center's budget 

The director reported the Child 
Center had to cut expenses and use 
reserve Monies to compensate tor 
decreased junding 

According to Dodson, “ The ad- 
ministration does nothing tor us 
either.” She said during the first 
vear of operation, the Child Center 
had no garbage pick - up service 

When Dodson tried to obtain a 


trailer for infant care, Dean ot 
Students Norm Better was totalls 
against it. said the director

Steel shot 
ammunition 
approved 


Stee! shot ammunition will be 
hunting on 
selected Atiantic 
Flyway starting in 1976, Secretary 
of the Interior Thomas S. Kleppe 
announced recently 

The use of steel or other non - 
toxic shot will be extended to 
selected areas in the Mississippi 
Flyway in 1977 and the Central and 
Pacific Flyways in 1978 

Areas where stee! shot must be 
used will be identified jointly by the 
Fish and Wildlife Service and the 
State Fish and Game departments 
Primary attention will be focused 


used for watertow! 


areas in the 


on known problem areas 

The purpose of the stee! shot re- 
quirement is to stop the ac- 
cumulation of spent lead pellets in 
areas where they cause lead poison- 
ing problems. Waterfowl! frequen- 
tiv ingest these pellets and subse- 
quently die from lead poisoning 
While steel shot is the only 
available substitute for lead at the 
present time. other types of shot 
are’ being investigated and may be 
available in the tuture 

The use of steel shot will apply 
only to the hunting of ducks, geese. 
swans, and coots because the hun- 
ting of these species is believed to 
be the source of most of the lead 
shot deposited in wetland areas 
and causing lead poisoning. The 
hunting of other species of aquatic 
and upland game birds does not 
appear to be a source of significant 
lead poisoning problems

served it’s purpose of bringing 
tresh young talent into the

Piamst Dana Lee, 2 pretty and 
petite fifteen - year - old, seemed on 
first sight hardiy an equal match 
tor the orchestra in back ot her. But 
scarcely as she rounded off the first 
phrase of the Chopin 
concerto #1, opinion fell the other

way. Lee completely over- 
shadowed the orchestra, playing a 
remarkably mature and moving 
rendition of the concerto 

Sensitivity was the kev to Miss 
Lee's triumphant success in the 
concerto. She seemed to fee! and 
understand every note of the work 
and was able to bring all the subtle 
as well as obvious musical aspects 
out ina florid, sensitive but always 
controled manner 

Chopin proved to be a good 
showcase tor Lee’s talents.

Millions of years ago, weird-looking 
animals and plants populated the 
earth, on land and in the sea. As they 
died off, they left vast accumulations 
of residue. These remains were 
buried under millions of tons of earth, 
or of ocean sediments, and slowly 
evolved into layers of coal, and of pools 
of o:} and natural gas 

More and more, we came to depend 
on these fossil fuels for energy in our 
homes, factones and power plants.

A third is water power. PG&E has 
one of the nation’s most extensive 
hydroelectric systems, but nearly all 
economic and acceptable water power 
sites were developed over the years 
That's why natural gas and oil —our 
4th source — had to become more prom- 
inent in our energy mix. 

In the past 5 years the cost of gas 
has more than doubled and that of low- 
sulfur fuel oil has quintupled, account- 
ing for most of our rate increases. 

Like other utility systems here and 
abroad, PG&E has turned to uranium 
—our 5th source —as an alternative to 
oil and gas.
